For Currency 


Gem Unc. (Gem Uncirculated) - The perfect uncirculated 
item, clean, bright, vivid, crisp (where paper permits), well- 
margined, unimprovable, without folds. 

CHOICE Unc. (Choice Uncirculated) - A lovely uncirculated 
item, having only a hint of aging or unevenness of the margins, 
face or back, or narrow margins which take it out of the “Gem” 
class. 

UNC. (Uncirculated) - As made or issued, but margins may be 
poor, the item lightly aged, with border trimming. 

CHOICE AU (Choice Almost Uncirculated) - Essentially a 
mishandled uncirculated item with deficiencies like a corner fold, 
teller counting smudge or count wrinkling. 

AU (Almost Uncirculated) There is one fold, a teller counting 
smudge or counting wrinkling present. 

EF (Extremely fine) - An item which may, at first glance, look 
uncirculated, but which has several petty folds, or a hard crease 
down the center perhaps with corner folds. Crisp, bright, vivid 
and pleasing, the paper as made, permitting. 

VF (Very Fine) - Typically an item marked by moderate 
quarterfolds with perhaps a few other signs of handling. Should 
be clean, not seriously aged, torn, or pinholed. 


F (Fine) - The last grade of an item in which the paper still has 
body. The folds are numerous and the design is beginning to 
show signs of soiling wear. 

VG (Very Good) - A well-circulated item, complete, 
unimpaired except for petty tears and splits, pin holes, some 
surface splitting along heavy folds and soiling. 

GOOD - An even more heavily circulated item with body holes, 
petty tears and splits, very soiled and tired, scarcely legible. 

FAIR - Heavily worn, split, holed, up to 10% gone, legibility 
seriously impaired. 

POOR - A mere remnant, tattered and torn, scarcely readable 
with typically more than 10% of its surface area gone. 

Conditional Phrases 

Abt (before a grade) - A shade below the grade it precedes. 

PLUS OR + (following a grade) - A shade better than the grade. 

VF-EF (hyphen between grades) - The grade is about halfway 
between the two grades shown. 

VF/GOOP (slash between two grades) - Face and back are two 
different grades. The grade preceding the slash is for the face. 
The grade following is for the back.

As a response to difficult economic times of the late 19th century, 
Italian immigrant, G. B. DeBernardi, organized the first Labor Exchange. 
In 1890, De Barnardi published the Trials and Triumph of Labor. He would 
write “Give us enough legal tender money and, and without disturbing 
vested rights, or interefering with social relations, nor causing one ripple 
upon the political or religious horizon, we will liberate the working classes.” 
Later that year he would organize Labor Exchange #1 in Kansas City, 
Missouri. Under the rules of the cooperative, members deposited products 
of their labor, such as food stuffs, clothing and shoes, in the exchange 
warehouse and in return they received labor certificates which equalled the 
wholesale value of the goods deposited. The concept of the Labor Exchange 
was well received by the farming and working classes as it did not require 
much capitalization and members could experience immediate economic 
relief. By 1899 prosperity was returning and the establishment of a gold 
standard in 1900 eliminated the need of the Exchange branches. The notes 
from Labor Exchange are widely collected and very scarce. This is the first 
certificate from an exchange that we have seen and it is the first DeBamardi 
autograph we have handled.

By 1864 the owners of the fabulous Comstock Lode silver mines 
were at an impasse. The Ophir, the Gould and the Curry had yielded 
riches almost beyond belief, but the antiquated mining methods employed 
all but killed the golden goose. The shafts and tunnels were now deep in 
the heart of the mountain where the owners expected to find even greater 
treasures. Digging came to a halt when rising water levels overwhelmed the 
pumps, which simply could not push water back up to the surface. At this 
point Adolph Sutro came to the rescue. Adolph Sutro (1830-1898) was a 
Prussian Jew who came to America in 1850. Lured by the California Gold 
Rush, Sutro engaged in mercantile pursuits in the Stockton area. In 1860 
he went to Nevada and set up a quarrz-reducing mill. He conceived of the 
idea of driving a three-mile-long tunnel into the base of the mountain to 
drain and ventilate the mines from below. At first the idea was met with a 
great deal of skepticism, and local support was not forthcoming. Sutro 
turned to Europe, where mining methods were more advanced and 
financial backers more understanding. He secured enough funds to begin 
the project. In 1872, when this certificate was issued, the tunnel was still 
under construction. Six more years of Herculean labor was necessary to 
bring the project to completion. Sutro sold his interest, invested it in San 
Francisco real estate, and devoted the rest of his life to politics and 
philanthropy.

In 1864, Dr. Walter Brooke Roberts, a New York dentist, was 
offered the opportunity to buy stock in a Pennsylvania oil well which, 
upon inspection, turned out to be a complete fraud. Dr. Roberts 
returned from the Pennsylvania oil fields totally convinced that there 
was money to be made in oil, and he discussed the matter with his 
brother, Colonel E. A. L. Roberts. At this point Colonel Roberts told 
him of an invention he was working on, an explosive torpedo designed 
to restore the flow of wells that were no longer producing, and to 
increase the production of wells that were producing. The brothers 
immediately agreed to organize the Roberts Petroleum Torpedo 
Company. With six torpedoes ready for testing, Colonel Roberts 
headed for the oil fields of Pennsylvania and talked a dubious oil well 
owner into trying the new product. The torpedo consisted of a long 
metal cylinder filled with gunpowder and attached to a steel cable, and 
was carefully lowered into the well. When it reached the bottom a 
metal weight was dropped down the wire to set off the charge. There 
was a tremendous explosion and smoke, rocks and metal fragments 
flew out of the hole and rained down on the observers. Moments later 
a bucket on the end of a rope was dropped down the hole and hauled 
back up, full of oil! The test was an unqualified success. It was so 
successful that for the next twenty-five years the Roberts Brothers 
would spend a great deal of their time and energy fighting patent 
infringements and “moon-lighters” who produced their own 
unlicensed torpedoes.

Leland Stanford (1824-1893) was the American railroad magnate, 
financier and politician who financed and promoted the Central 
Pacific Railroad, the western link of the transcontinental railroad. 
Stanford organized the Southern Pacific Railroad and later became 
Governor of California (1861-63), and U.S. Senator from 1885. He 
founded Leland Stanford Jr. University, now Stanford University, in 
memory of his son. Stanford was one of the most important railroad 
builders in U.S. History and one of “The Big Four” among railroad 
kings.

The earliest known railroad bond. In the late 1820’s and early 
1830’s the success of the Erie Canal created an atmosphere conducive 
to promoting and building more canals as well as railroads. While 
small railroads could be financed though the sale of shares to private 
investors, long railroads required the cooperation, and the financial 
backing of larger entities. The State of South Carolina was one of the 
first to realize the economic benefits that could be gained by aiding the 
construction of railroads, and the State loaned $100,000 to the 
fledgling South Carolina Canal & Railroad Company (chartered in 
1827) to build a 136-mile road from Charleston to Hamburg, which 
was completed in 1833. It was then the longest line in America. In 
1835, hoping to further improve the transportation of cotton from the Deep South Northward, a new railroad was chartered, the Louisville, 
Cincinnati & Charleston. In 1838, to encourage the expansion of the road to the state capital, Columbia, the State of South Carolina agreed to 
guarantee the issue of 200,000 Pounds of 5% Sterling Railroad Bonds for every $500,000 worth of shares sold. The bonds, due in 1866, were to be 
sold in Europe through the Agency of the Bank of the United States. These are the first known state guaranteed railroad bonds. Because ol the steadily 
worsening condition of the Bank of the United States, a second group of bonds was issued through a different agency, of the House of Mess. Palmer, 
Mackillop, Dent & Co. of London. In his capacity as State Comptroller, William E. Hayne signed the back of each bond. His father, Robert Young 
Hayne, signed as president of the railroad. Robert Young Hayne (1791-1839) was U. S. Senator from South Carolina (1823-1832) and Governor of 
South Carolina (1832-1834). He was noted for his brilliant debate with Daniel Webster over the Nullification Doctrine in the Tariff Controversy of 
1832. 

As time went on the financial climate did not favor the cooperation of other states in expanding South Carolina’s railroads. In 1844 the LCC 
became part of the South Carolina Railroad, which assumed the debt of the earlier company. The Confederate War prevented the South Carolina Rail 
Road from making interest payments, and in January of 1866 the bonds came due. Neither the State, nor the railroad could pay the principal. 
Instead, the bond holders were put off until 1871, and were asked to accept various oddly denominated Certificates of Indebtedness for any past due 
or future interest. In 1871 the South Carolina Rail Road issued 500,000 Pounds of new Sterling bonds, and exchanged them for the issues described 
above. The old bonds were cancelled and lay hidden for over a century until the recent discovery of a small group, said to have been brought in to the 
U.S. early in the last century from a European source.

Rockefeller had little interest in discovering oil; he left that to 
the wildcatters and other speculators. He concentrated on the 
transportation, distribution and sale of petroleum products, building a 
fortune estimated at over a billion dollars.

The proceeds were less than expected and his agents stole 
much of the money which Santa Anna needed to buy guns and to 
hire soldiers. The Federal Government then got wind of his proposed 
expedition; the navy captured his ship ind he was lodged in an 
American prison. Only after Juarez had reasserted his control over all 
of Mexico was Santa Anna released. Years later, when Santa Anna had 
gone blind and his death was clearly approaching, the Mexicans 
allowed him to return to Mexico. His only monument is one at Vera 
Cruz, where he lost a leg fighting the French.

Morris 
and his partners speculated heavily in Western lands, believing that 
aristocrats fleeing European revolutions would be willing buyers. This 
trend did not develop and Morris, despite his relationship with 
George Washington, ended up in Prune Street debtor’s prison until he 
was released in 1802. 

James Marshall was the brother of Chief Justice John Marshall. 
He served in Alexander Hamilton’s regiment and served as 
commercial agent in France as agent of George Washington during 
the reign of Terror. He also negotiated the release of Lafayette from 
prison in Austria. The North American Land Company had an office 
at 230 Market Street in Philadelphia and the company speculated in 
lands in several eastern states.

Bedford Pim is best remembered for leading the daring sledge 
rescue of the crew of the HMS Investigator that was stuck in the Arctic. 
The “Kingdom” of Poyais arose from a complicated series of claims to 
the Atlantic coast of Central America. The Spanish claimed the whole 
area, but British timber cutters disputed this claim. In 1655, the 
British secured a treaty giving them a protectorate over the Mosquito 
Indians. The British recognized their Chief as a “king”. This 
arrangement suited the Indians, who sought protection from Spanish 
rule. In 1820, a Scottish adventurer, Gregor MacGregor, provided 
military services to the “King,” who gave away a large part of his 
realm. Anxious to make good his claims, MacGregor desperately tried 
to get people to settle in his unpopulated domain so that he could 
defend it. In the Clayton-Bulwar Treaty of 1850, Britain renounced 
its protectorate and the Poyais and Mosquito Kingdoms disappeared. 
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There are engravings of men trading 
worthless notes and other illustrations 
mocking the methods and hopes of the 
speculators. The book is divided into six 
parts detailing the various Bubble 
companies; satirical and didactic plays; 
various poems; descriptions of playing 
cards ridiculing the speculators; a series 
of letters denouncing the wind trade 
and of course the engravings. The 
speculations of the 18 th century reveal 
types of economic behavior that were 
not often yet understood. Speculating 
was condemned in moral terms and 
investment was simply considered 
gambling. This book provides a superb 
insight for those investing or concerned 
with financial history. Paper cover is 
Quite clean, rare and desirable.

Hints For Bidding 


By Fax or Mail 


B idding in auctions can sometimes be a real 
challenge, but bidding by mail presents its own 
set of issues. Many dealers and collectors are not 
able to appear at auction in person, yet want to 
participate in the bidding process. Experience has taught us 
ways to minimize frustrations, and maximize results for 
those bidding by mail, and we would like to share some of 
those ideas with you. Here are the questions we are asked 
most often, and some of the suggestions we have made to 
bidders submitting mail bids. We think they will save you 
time and money, as well as help you win lots you might 
otherwise miss. 

“I can’t come to your office to view lots, but I want to 
know more about a particular lot before I bid on it.” 

Lots are available to be viewed at the times and places 
posted in the front of the catalogue. We often bring lots to 
conventions, and there is no better way to learn about 
numismatics or scripophily than to attend a convention, 
view auction lots, and talk to dealers and collectors. But if 
you can’t view items personally, here is how we can help you 
get a better idea of what you are bidding on: 

1) Call us, and we will be happy to have one of our 
experts describe any lot you ask about. 

2) We can arrange to copy most items and we will FAX 
or mail the copies to you at a nominal charge. We 
can also scan items and email images. 

3) If you have established credit with us, we may be able 
to ship lots to you for direct viewing. 

Please realize that requests for phone assistance, for copies or 
for shipping lots directly to you must be arranged well in 
advance of the closing date of the sale, and that a cost may 
be charged for these services. 

“I have a limited budget and although there are many 
items I would like to bid on, I am afraid of exceeding 
my budget.” 

There is an easy way to solve this problem. It is called a 
“limit” bid sheet. Let’s look at an example. Mr. Smith 
collects Confederate notes, and he sees that there are 


over thirty lots he would like to buy. His budget is $1,000, 
but the estimates on the thirty lots he likes add up to well 
over $5,000. If he bids on all thirty, he might win them all 
and exceed his budget. To be safe, he bids on only ten, and 
he wins only one lot for a $100. Mr. Smith is disappointed 
because he missed the chance to bid on all thirty lots. He 
could have bid safely on all thirty lots and increased his 
chances of improving his collection by submitting a “limit” 
bid sheet. Here is how it works: 

Mr. Jones has the same collecting interests as Mr. Smith. He 
has the same $1,000 budget. Mr. Jones bids on all thirty lots 
he is interested in. He writes at the bottom of his bid sheet 
“Please limit my total winning bids to $1,000.’ Every time 
Mr. Jones wins a lot, we keep track of his total spending. 
When the total reaches $1,000, we will stop applying his 
bids. We did what he would have done had he been at a live 
auction. We spent only what he budgeted for. 

“What if there are three similar lots, and I only want one?” 

“#101 OR #102 OR #103 at $200” will work perfectly. 

“I bid $30 on a lot that was estimated at $100, and I 
didn’t get the lot. Later, when I got the Prices Realized, 
the lot was reported as unsold. Why didn’t I get the lot?” 

The Perms of Sale state that bids less than 60% of the 
estimate will not be accepted. As auctioneers, we have a 
responsibility to the consignors as well as the bidders. Any 
bid that is considered to be less than the “...regular market 
value...” of the item may be rejected by the auction house. 
Keep this in mind when making bids below the estimates 
given.
